Does that mean that anyone who belongs 
to a group of Mods, Punks, Skins and the like, is anti- 
fashion? In a way they are, compared to the everyday commer- 
cial fashion of general society. But take any of these 
groups by themselves and it is clear they are following a 
fashions theirs. That certainly does not make them antie 
fashion. As long as an individual says “I have to wear 
this because I want to look this way” or “I can't wear that 
because it doesn't fit my image™then he/she is following a 
fashion. The same applies to those who don't belong to any 
specific groupe 

That doesn't bother mee What does upset me is people 
whe are part of this mold but believe they are anti-fashion, 
or worse yet, people who look down apon others who ‘dness up* 
or follow a group fashion. But at the same time, they, in 
trying te avoid looking like any one they condescend on, are 
setting their own trend and following their own fashion.
